Such was th** prayer Of Horne ingenu­ 
ous youths, full of faith, who were at 
school on the south coa-t of Kngland. 
Much akin to th is was the wish of my 
heart. 
I d id n’t w ant a prairie fire to 
happen for illy 
but lf there 
w as one, I longed to see it and help 
fi g h t it. 
I had spent the sum m er In Myles 
Bolton’s 
ranch, 
th irty seven 
miles 
southeast of Maple Cre<*k, In S ask at­ 
chewan. 
Several tim es at night I had 
seen the glow of conflagrations and 
sniffed 
the 
smoky 
a ir of Arcs 
far 
away. 
Once in a heavy thunderstorm 
th e lightning stru* k In Ave different 
g la c e s around the ranch. 
But I was 
w ithin doors and quite 
unconscious 
of it. 
In a few m inutes the rain de­ 
scended In torrents and ail was over. 
On# bot A ugust day I thought I real 
ly was to hay** the experience I longed 
for. 
Column* of smoko w* re seen ris 
Ing Just In a line with where our out­ 
fit was haying on the bench, 
I sa d ­ 
dled up. took four wet sacks, and rode 
out only to find thai; tho 
fire w-ns 
m iles fuTfhft* on 
So I hint 
d in n e r 
w ith my friends awd rod* back again. 
N et until the fall was my wish g ra t­ 
ified. 
On the first of October I was 
rid in g on the bench with two friends, 
when we saw tie* smoke of a fire to 
th e north. 
The sight Is not unusual, 
and as the fires had usually proved 
to be far out of our range, it rn ado no 
particu lar Impression upon us. 
But 
as we were sitting down to supper 
a t 7 o’clock, Bettlngton, a neighbor­ 
ing rancher .arrived with the news 
th a t he was hunting up men to go and 
fight the fire. 
As Bolton and Befiting- 
ton are both fire guardians, and can 
by law com m andeer the the services 
of all males over sixteen, we were In 
for it, though not unwillingly. 
Owe 
m an being left behind to look after 
th e ranch, a party of six proceeded to 
th e stables to saddle up. 
It was ra th e r a weird sight, the 
catching of our horses in the corral, 
the fitful rays of a single lantern, oc­ 
casionally being 
required 
to distin­ 
guish Nigger from Coon, or 
Ginger 
from Dick. 
Everybody was busy with 
bridles and lilts, 
blankets and sad­ 
dles. and the sacks being served out 
and strapped 
behind the cantles, at 
length a1! were ready, and off we went 
Into the night 
W hither I knew net! 
All was In the dark to me. 
Trails, 
fam iliar enough in the daytime, had 
absolutely 
vanished. 
The 
derrick 
even. as we swept pa >t it. showed only 
for a moment against the sky line. 
But the responsibility of direction did 
not rest with me 
I simply kept with 
the crowd, secretly grabbing the horn 
of my saddle during those first few 
moments, with un uncomfortable feel­ 
ing of Insecurity 
ami not knowing 
w hat was going to happen next. 
A night ride of tin , description was 
altogether a new experience for mc. 
B ut the feeling pa ani oil 
as g radu ­ 
ally the outlines of my companions 
an d th eir horses became more clear, 
and the ground proved not to be full 
af bottomless chasm s, as was my first 
im pression. 
T he 
tim idity of uncer­ 
ta in ty 
passed 
aw ay 
and I became 
callous to hidden 
dangers. 
“ Up the 
creek! 
lip tin* c re e k !” was the cry, 
and up the creek we went. 
Though lf 
we 
had 
gone 
down 
the 
creek 
I 
shouldn’t have known any difference. 
Crossing it near the old, au d now de­ 
serted, Police Detachm ent. I got left 
behind a bit. 
My horse took me some­ 
w here through the bush, and eventual' 
ly emerged 
into the open. 
Here I 
dashed straigh t ahead to find that I 
w as alone. 
My com rades had missed 
me and a few reciprocating shouts en­ 
abled me to find t hem again. 
They 
had turned sh arp to the right outside 
th e bush. 
In relating my experiences 
a fte rw a rd s I declared th a t my horse 
had shied at a haystack, which had 
suddenly loomed up before me: but it 
ap p e a rs th ere is no haystack there! 
I 
hope, however, th a t my readers will 
not d istru s t th is account of my adven­ 
tu res. 
“T h in g s th a t are seen by can 
dlelig ht a re a s t the sam e by day.” 
O ur horses bepill to enjoy the fun. 
B olton w as on a fine an im al. Latlgo, 
a n d set th e pate. 
All o ur horses were 
good. I w as rid in g Banjo, endeared to 
rue by occasional acq u a in ta n ce of his 
good qualities, tho ugh I once » r twice, 
In th e early ga it of th e ride, gloomily 
reflected th a t he had, a few d a y s pre 
viously, tried to buck an experienced 
rid e r off. 
He i». perhaps, a little in­ 
clin ed to be lazy, bu t once be to o ^ th# 


hit between his teeth and dashed on 
beyond the rest—quite distastefully to 
me. 
When I managed to rein him in 
and w ait for the others. Bolton’s re­ 
m ark to me th a t I had better not try 
to race, as the ground was very u ncer­ 
tain, was a little wide of the m ark, if 
he had but know n it. 
About four miles on we left the 
creek and wended our way through 
a 
coulee 
up 
on 
to 
the 
bench. 
T here we could see that the fire was 
a big one. 
Its glow lighted up the sky 
for miles. 
I confidently expected to 
see the actual flames after aurrtiount- 
Ing the next rise. But m any rises were 
to pass beneath our horses’ feet be 
fore we reaehed our destination. 
We 
were traveling fast, loping or quick 
tro ttin g over the prairie, w alking only 
when we came to unexpected coulees, 
m aking straight for the western p o in t 
of the line of fire. 
L a novice in the 
a rt of riding, 
began to feel pretty 
sore. 
Occasionally I lagged behind, 
hut Howland and Barrow were very 
good, and falling behind too. would 
u rge niv horse at a quick lone u n ’ il 
we caught up w ith the leaders. 
W hen we started It was generally 
supposed th a t the fire was about ten 
miles distant. 
But it proved to be 
fifteen. 
As we neared it the darkn ess 
w as dispelled 
and 
the 
night 
grew 
light, except in the deep shadow of 
of the eotilees. 
My trouser legs and 
under garm ents had crawled up to my 
knees, and th© calves of my legs got a 
fine scratching in the bush ju st before 
we crossed the creek. 
Half a mile beyond we got our first 
sight of the fire. 
It was a magnificent 
spectacle. 
The first Impression I re­ 
ceived was th a t of an extravagantly 
well lighted city In a Baulky fog. For 
the edges of the fire were ru nning In 
long lines In every possible direction 
and at different heights according to 
the rise and fall of the ground. Smoke 
tem pered all and at one place we 
seemed to pass under a huge verandah 
of it, 
We rode along the line for about a 
couple of miles seeking for the fight 
era, 
Suddenly Bolton’s horse put its 
foot Into a badger hole, stum bled to 
its knees and then rose again like a 
camel. 
I didn't like the look of th at 
much. 
Th** prat Die was full of badger 
holes, but In my daylight rides I had 
never yet had a m ishap. 
A prairie 
horse can he tru ste d for t Bat. 
Rut at 
night 
it 
is different. 
At an y 
rate 
my tu rn cam e next, for I suddenly 
found m yself looking through Banjo’s 
two front legs, w ith a complete view 
of left stirru p. 
I can’t explain how it 
was. 
Banjo righted him self quickly 
and so diti I, though I got a bit of a 
strain 
At length we found a group of men 
nearly till unknow n to us, who ha 
been fighting the fire since daylight 
At first I thought they were Indians 
sp hi ack w ere their faces w ith th* 
smoke. 
I could see, too, that th e !’ 
eyes were bloodshot, 
A wagon con 
tax iin g a w ater barrel w as being drlv 
en slowly along the line, and at In 
torvals the fight era retired to It to 
wet th eir sacks, and then returned to 
heat the flames 
These are astonish 
Bigly easy to put out. though they arc 
som etim es fanned into life again by 
tile breeze. 
T his necessitates at least 
one m an following behind about half 
a m ile or so. 
His work is easy, but 
responsible, and must be thorough. 01 
the file will get away again. 
Most 
sucks were tied at the end <V a s t i c k 
and some were lightly stuffed with 
willow boughs. 
T his seemed, so far 
as I could gather, a new Idea. 
It is 
certainly 
an excellent one, for the 
sacks thus stuffed did notably good 
service. 
I gained a peculiar Impression of 
the vastness ami the landm aw lessn ess 
of the p rairie by the fact that nobody 
present could tell exactly where we 
were. A trail n earby led, nobody knew 
w hither. 
A rm strong s 
ranch ' w as 
know n to he som ew here about four 
m ib s distant, but In what direction 
uoboily could point out. 
The m ajority 
of m en we found 
there were just 
about to depart, for there w as no food 
or d rin k in g w ater left, aud by follow 
lag the line of burnt ground bal k they 
expected to strik e some shack w ithin 
the course of a few hours. 
So, besides 
our own party, th ere were only tw > 
mon left, and the w ater wagon. 
Our task teem ed hopeless. 
The line 
of fire from west to east extended 
about twelve miles, aud it was tra v ­ 


eling sou thw ard s a t an enorm ous rate 
under a strong north wind. 
Of course, 
we knew th a t o ther groups of w orkers 
m ust be operating at other points, but 
we seemed to have m iles of it under 
our own special charge. 
We worked 
along steadily and It w as some satis­ 
faction 
to 
leave 
a black, charred, 
nameless want© behind us. 
P a rt of the tim e I held the horses, 
First, w ith all th e ir lines In one hand, 
and then later w ith each ho rse’s lines 
attached to the saddle horn of ano th ­ 
er, I let them all graze a bit as we 
worked slowly along. 
On re tu rn in g to 
the fire line w ith my sacks, I came 
up behind Bolton ju st as he was re­ 
m ark in g to B ettlngton, “ Well, I hope 
Newton is satisfied. 
I doubt if he il 
pray for any inor# p rairie fires.” 
He was right. 
I had had quite 
enough of It. 
T h irsty and nothing to 
d rin k ; 
h u n g ry 
and 
no prospect of 
food; shivering in a biting blast; sore 
from m y hard ride; 
a bit crippled 
from ray stonable; sleepy and nowhere 
to sleep: and w ith the chance of the 
fire lasting for days. I alm ost felt that 
life offered no fu rth e r attractions. 
It 
was b u t two o’clock. 
More than three 
w eary hours before the dawn. 
“ Oh, 
th at 
m orning or A rm strong 
would 
ffiimftC__________________ 
Sow we came to a mile or so of ex­ 
tinguished grass pu t out earlier In the 
evening, Some m ounted and rode back 
to see all safe behind, while the rest 
of us w ent forward. 
Shall I ever for­ 
get my joy w hen we saw silhouetted 
against the sky the outline of a log 
shark- There at any rate was water, 
and, perhaps, food 
Our hopes were m ore th an realized. 
A nice supper w ith hot te a w as soon 
ready for us, accum pan led by a genial 
prairie welcome. 
T he shack was th a t 
of a new settler. Ingram , who bad 
come in during the sum m er, and had 
a few hours before lost three hay­ 
stacks, afte r he had considered th a t 
a l l , w as set©, 
Poor Mrs. Ingram had 
w e n up for two nights and days, but 
yet catered cheerfully for our w ants 
We learned th a t the fire had nearly 
reached the head of F renchm an Creek 
and was fast trav elin g down Farw ell 
Creek, on w hich Bolton’s and Gibson's 
ranches were situated. 
So It did not 
take us long to de* hie that we m ust 
go b a c k and protect our own houses. 
But It was useless to ride before the 
dawn. 
Coming up w ith the fire to 
guide us was one thing 
R iding from 
It into the gloom was another. So after 
a% soothing pij>e we stretch ed ourselves 
on the floor to sleep. 
I do n’t see 
w h a t prh-out-u» have to com plain of In 
a plank led. 
I'm sure I found m ine 
com fortable enough 
I pillowed my I 
head on my coat and stretched my legs 
beneath the stove 
B ettln gto n’s head ' 
lay on my stom ach, and his long legs 
rea< bed far out tow ards th e center of 
the room 
H owland. I 
believe, cn- 
structed a pillow out of the coal scut­ 
tle 
All of us slept the sleep of the 
just. 
A little before five B arrow opened 
the door leading outside to prospect 
He startled us with the exclam ation: 
“ It’s snowing h a rd !” 
We w ere all 
aw ake In an Instant 
The news seem ­ 
ed too good to lie true. 
We w ent 
out to verify the statem ent, and found 
not indeed snow, hut a heavy Scotch 
mist, th** ground perfectly wet aud no 
glow of a fire visible. 
It w as all 
over! W hat would probably have beeu 
the biggest and most destructive fire 
for years, and would have taken m any 
men m any 
days to extinguish had 
lieen swam ped in an hour 
O ur spirits 
rose to su m m er lieut “ Heaviness may 
endure for a night, but joy cometh in 
the m orning." 
At A rm strong's ranch we were cor­ 
dially invited to breakfast, and spent 
a couple of hours in discussing the 
events of the tire. 
The six men there 
had had their work cut out to save the 
place in addition to fighting the flames 
in general. 
Hot 
soup goes 
well a fte r a long 
ride, and the ladles at the ranch had 
prepared us an excellent one to com­ 
mem •* o u r meal, 
But it had a so­ 
porific effect and most of us retired 
Im m ediately afterw ard s to Hie lunch 
house, th ere to spend 
the afternoon 
Iii deep sin tubers. 
So m eth in g prompt 
i d Us to w ake at supper time, aud a 
musical evening followed 
Tho expedition will ever rem ain a 
m em orable one for me 
T he m idnight 
ride, the glowing hKv. tile illum inated 
city. are im printed on my m ind: and 
above all two of the pleasantest su r­ 
prise-, of m y life 
the welcome shack 
aud the heaven sent mist 
W*dl m ig ht Sir W alter Scott sing:

T he family next had him declared 
insane and he now is confined is A

n e a r 
F ran kfort. 
H is 
friends deny he Is insane and It is be 
Revert he Is confined only to save him 
from the consequences of his actions 
in lo n d o n and 
Paris. 
He probably 
will be kept in the san a ta riu m until 
the scandal has blown over or some a r ­ 
rangem ent has been made to pay his 
debts.

m ary Shea came west to see them 
th irty years ago* E dw ard G. Mason 
w rote a m inute description of them. 
which is one of the publications of the 
Chicago H istorical Society, 
Prof. C. W. Alvord, president of the 
Mississippi Valley H istorit.il Associa­ 
tion, wrote of them iii a work which 
has just been published by the United 
S tates governm ent. 
At the tim e he 
rote he could not locate them . 
They 
were then at F ort Gage; but the bish­ 
op of Belleville, in order to better pre­ 
serve them, has placed them in the 
archives of the St. Louis U niversity. 
They are kept in a great iron, fire­ 
proof. com bination safe 
T he records are those of the b a p 
tisins. m arriages and burials of the 
people of old K askaskia, near Peoria;

THIEVES AND MELONS. 
LAYTON T. ZIMMERMAN, an employe of 
an express company, stole $10,000, then 
cor fessed to his crime, and will doubtless, 
in due course of justice, receive a sentence 
commensurate with his act. He is a thief, 
and it is for th# good of society that he is 
made to suffer the penalty. 
But the mat­ 
ter has another phase. 
Zimmerman handled, approxi­ 
mately, a million a day. 
He worked eleven hours, 305 
days in tho year. 
For this time and responsibility be 
received the monumental salary of $55 a month. 
The corporation for which he - 
d is one of tho 
wealthiest. 
With a capitalization 
i2.000,000, it has 
paid regular dividends of from 4 to s per cent. 
There 
have been numerous extra dividends during the last 
twelve ypars. and among these extra dividends there 
- i i a v been what^js known in the vem nrnlftr of Wall 
street as “melon cuttings.” 
These “melon cuttings” 
have taken the form of bonds issued gratuitously to 
stockholders. 
The bonds are secured by a deposit of 
securities with a trustee, the securities having been 
purchased with the excess of earnings over dividends. 
In 1898 $12,000,000 of these bonds were issued to stock­ 
holders, and this was so satisfactory that the company 
gave an encore in 1907 to the tune of $24,000,000. 
In 
other words, in addition to regular dividends and 
small extra dividends, this company, in nine years, di­ 
vided $36,000,000 among Its stockholders. 
These facts offer a violent contrast—the difference 
between $55 a month and $36,000,000 In nine years. 
Is 
there any relation between the two? 
Did the corpora­ 
tion acquire this vast amount by putting a premium on 
dishonesty in the form of inadequate salaries? 
From 
a moral viewpoint, honesty cannot be bought, but in an 
economic sense it is a commodity just as much as an 
article of merchandise. 
Zimmerman was paid to be 
honest, and possibly he rendered services in proportion 
to his wage. 
If the stockholders had been content with 
a few thousands less, and the corporation had paid its 
servant a little more out of the millions he handled, 
it might still have a faithful employe, instead of losing 
a man. with the brand of crime on his brow, 
it is 
the old battle between greed and morals.—Cincinnati 
Poet.

HK widespread dissatisfaction with some 
^ I ^ 
of the aspect! of our vaunted educational 
S 
system, and the attitude of severe critl* 
cism maintained by the public toward it, 
are encouraging symptoms presaging Its 
reformation. 
No one who ponders the ab­ 
stracts of the various pajiers read at Den­ 
ver before the National Educational Association, can 
fail to be struck with the note of discontent that per­ 
vades them. 
The teachers, no less than the parents, 
recognize tho fact that the American school system, 
while sound in principle, is not altogether sound Iii 
practice. 
One educator at Denver put the thing in a neat epi­ 
gram when he said that a preparatory course to the 
presidency Is not the object of the public school sys­ 
tem. 
Some of the boys are going to be laborers, me­ 
chanics, artisans and what not. 
Not all of them can 
become presidents. 
It seems reasonable, therefore, that 
we should give these boys in school the things that will 


“ GET A WESTERN MAN.” 
ET a Western man,” is getting to be a 
common cry in the East. 
It was heard a 
good deal lately when Harvard had a 
choice to make. 
There is a suspicion 
abroad that “the West" is a good place

been retained on the statute book through the indif­ 
ference of a public opinion which is at heart hostile 
to them, or through its neglect or its inability to assert 
itself with effective expression. The reproach has ofu-u 
been uttered that we are not a law-abiding nation.

least we must plead guilty to too light a regard for 
law and to too little insistence upon its uniformly be­

—the formal expression of enlightened public opinion

There is about twice as much gold 
In the world to-day as there was a 
quarter of a century ago, and 
the 
amount is half as large again as it 
was ten years ago. Bradstreet’s says. 
The stock of gold money has grown 
at an even greater rate, being practi 
emily 75 per cent larger than it was 
a decade ago. 
These statements sum 
marize in a very general way the re­ 
sults disclosed by some tallies pre 
pared by the bureau of statistics of 
the Department of Commerce and I*a 
bor for publication in the forthcoming 
statistical abstract 
of 
the 
Dotted 
States. 
Speaking in general terms, 
the gold productloil of the world from 
the discovery of America to the pres­ 
ent time has aggregated $13,000,000; 
the amount of gold now in existence 
is estimated at $11,000,000 and the 
value of the gold coin in all the conn 
tries of the world for which statistics 
are available now aggregates about 
$7,000,000,000. 
One of the notable features of tile 
statistical showing made is the rapid 
increase in the production of gold in 
recent years. 
It appear! that prior lo the year 
1700 the w'orld’s gold production aver­ 
aged about $5,000,000 a year; from 
1700 to 1750 it averaged about $10,- 
000,000 a year, and from 1750 to 1850 
it averaged about $12,000,000 a year 
Then aune the period of the great 
gold discoveries in the United States 
and iii Australia. 
The output was in­ 
creased nearly tenfold, the annual out 
put of gold mines ranging above $100, 
000,000 a year from 1850 to 1890. 
In 
1893 the production exceeded $150,000, 
OOO; the year following it was $181,- 
000.000; two years later than that 
viz., 1896, it was $202,000,000. Thence­ 
forward the increase was still more 
rapid. The $300,000,000 line was cross 
ed In 1899; more than $400,000,000 
was produced in 1906, $410,000,000 In 
1907 and $127,000,000 in 1908. 
Sum 
arizing the results of I he great in 
crease in gold production during re 
cent years, it appears that the output 
of that metal during the ten years 
ended with 1908 aggregated $3,400,000. 
OOO, while the product of the fifteen 
years immediately preceding amount 
ed to $2,400,000,000, making a total 
of $5,800,000,000 worth of gold pro 
duced in the last twenty-five years out 
of a total production of $13,000,000 
OOO since the discovery of America,

According to the figures of the com 
mission the average number of em 
ployes during

890. 
The number of patients during 
the year who received quinine in the 
hospitals was 12,372, while the mini 
ber of laborers treated in the sick 
camps was 23,000, making a total of 
over 35,000. This would indicate that 
about 85 per cent of the total force 
was at least once either In hospitals 
or in sick camps; in other words, out 
of every seven employes six were sick 
and treated once during the year 1908 
So far as the necessity of quinin* 
Is concerned, there is a difference of 
opinion among the laity on the lath 
mils. 
Some use it constantly, others 
Intermittently and still others not at 
all.

clients which cannot be reduced to 
legislation. At present there is such a 
code, or codes 
These rules are the 
result of tradition, but as they arc 
not of general acceptance and there 
is no penalty for violating them some 
further action is considered necessary. 
Some States have such codes and they 
are more of less vigorously enforced. 
In the 'ast arish sis much more de­ 
pends upon the moral status of the 
member* of the profession than on 
written rules, hut it is quite essential 
to have standards by which conduct 
can be measured. 


In pursuit of its purpose to make a 
complete

The gas-engine, save the pistons and 
the cams operating the valves, is built 
of bronze and copper, and the cooking 
ranges, save the grates, are bronze. 
The boat is propelled by sails under 
ordinary circumstances, but an auxil­ 
iary engine is installed to provide mo­ 
tive power near shore and in calms 
The expeditions, now- in various parts 
of the earth taking observations ol 
the variations and dip of the mag­ 
netic needle on land, together with 
the scientists who sail on the Carne­ 
gie, are expected to have their work 
completed within the next ten years. 
Then mariners will have trustworthy 
data to guide Hmm in navigating the 
seas.

FAMILY OF INDIANS AT HOME. 


Bad health and not bad whisky is funking bad Indians, is the opinion 
of Cary VV. Hartman, a Buffalo business man who has been helping the 
Senecas on the Cattaraugus reservation near Lawton, N. Y. 
He finds that 
the red men, ignorant of the white man s ways, are becoming victims of 
tuberculosis at an alarming rate. 
Nearly every house in the reservation, 
which is on the land figuring in the lore of Hiawatha, has at least one un­ 
fortunate Indian on whom the great white plague has laid its scourge. 
'The only thing that will stop these conditions is education of the In­ 
dians,” says Mr. Hartman. 
"He is slow to adopt the white man s ways, and 
he fears to live in the white man's house unless the windows and doors 
are boarded up.

Working with the State Board of Health, Mr. Hartman, who is president 
of the Indian Association of America, is educating the Indians how to build 
sanitary homes.

Whea the highest elevation of the 
four great hill tops of revolutionary 
fame was purchased as a site for tho 
great tower mansion of Camp Hill, it 
was with the hope of including in the 
purchase eventually the little burial 
ground; removing the one lone grave 
and tombstone, tearing down the stone 
jvallw and merging the plot into the 
broad sweep of green lawn. 
But th 0 
little graveyard, existing, it is declared 
since the death of the original Nich­ 
olas Scull in 1703, seems destined to 
remain. 
The Scull family, for more than twro 
centuries .has been prominent in the 
Whitemarsh valley. 
Edward Farm er 
and Nicholas Scull were the first to 
purchase land at Camp Hill. 
Nicholas 
Scull, with others, landed in America 
in 1685 and in 1688 he purchased 400 
acres. 
He died in 1703, 
leaving a 
widow*, Mary, and six sons. 
Nicholas, the oldest son. was born 
in Whitemarsh and in 1708 he mar-

A process of embalming a body so 
that It will be pres* rved in as good 
condition as were the mummies of the 
ancient Egyptians has been discovered 
by an undertaker of this city, who 
more than three years ago prepared 
the body of George 
Lasoelles, known 
as Lord W alter Charles Beresford, for 
shipment to England, 
in the belief 
that he was of the famous Beresford 
family', a dispatch to the New York 
Herald 
from 
Asheville, N.C., says: 
The body never was buried and Is 
standing in the rear room of the un 
dertaker’s place of business, a grim 
reminder of his skill. 
Lascelles, who 
was 
the son of a 
gamekeeper on the estates of tile duke 
of Devonshire, had a checkered career 
in this country as well as in Europe. 
He assumed the Beresford name and 
title and had no more difficulty In 
passing himself off as a titled Eng 
lishman In New 
York and 
Newport 
th in he did in the small southern 
cities where he lived for a consider 
able time. 
He- met 
Miss 
Maude 
Llllienthal. 
daughter of a wealthy’ tobacco manu 
facturerin London and. following her 
to this to u n frjr, married h**r in spit of 
the protest of her mother. 
He later 
married Miss ueiky, daughter of a 
wealthy lumberman of Georgia, and 
afterward served a term In prison. 
On his release he assumed the title, 
but he had contracted consumption, 
and came to this eitv to seek relief 
No one doubted that he was a mein bel 
of the Beresford family and when lie 
died the people of Asheville spared no 
expense in preparing his body 
for 
shipment to England, for all believed 
the family would ask that it he sent 
at once. 
An undertaker here has prepared an 
embalming fluid 
which 
lie 
had de 
d ared was in every way as efficacious 
as that used to preserve the nnimtnie 
of Egypt. 
Ar the body was to go. an 
he supposed, a long distance, he em 
halloed it with special rare bud a flu' 
metallic coffin was provided.

the cablegram was sent to the Bores 
ford family In England, but no rent' 
came. 
This was believed et first t<*

from the coffin, however, and it wa* 
kept in a rear room. 
A short time ago a man was 1 '■ok- 
Ing for a coffin of a particular kind 
and this undertaker did not have any 
that suited.

the one which had held the body o' 
Lascelles for three years, and he sal*1 
it was exactly what he was lookin', 
for. 
The undertaker wra« thoroughh 
convinced by this time that the boil* 
of Lascelles would never be claimed 
and rather than lose Hie sale of the 
coffin dispossessed It from its home 
for three years. 
When the body was rcrmned It w*aQ 
found to be 
in 
a perfect 
state of 
preservation, th** 
skin 
like leather 
and resembling In that respect the old 
Egyptian mummies. 
The body 
was 
placed In an erect position In a corner 
of the room and has been visited bv 
many' persons who knew Lascelles In 
his lifetime and who have commented 
on the way Ilia hod* has been pre­ 
served.

It was while en route, sometimes as 
a pedestrian and at other times riding 
the rods or the bumpers or in the more, 
comfortable shelter afforded by the in 
terlor of a freight car, that the demor­ 
alizing and degrading effects of unem­ 
ployment were first brought under my 
observation, says John Mitchell in the 
Circle. 
I came In contact with hun­ 
dreds of young and middle aged mea 
who, like myself, had 
either 
from 
choice or neeessBy left their homes to 
seek the more alluring fields of the 
west. 
Most of 
.hose travelers wen* 
without funds and It can he readily* 
understood that It was difficult for so 
many to find temporary employment 
that would enable 
them to provide 
themselves 
With 
food. 
As a conse­ 
quence many of these 
men, 
cither 
through their inability to find work 
or because in their anxiety to reach 
the new El Dorado they were unwill­ 
ing to lie delayed by the slow process 
of seeking some work to do every time 
they found it necessary to satisfy their 
hunger, adopted th** custom of the pro 
Cession*! tramp and, instead of asking 
for work. a sked for food or 
money from the residents of the towns 
through which they passed. 
Here let it lie recorded that in no 
instance have I ever seen or known a 
man to ask for bread or for money 
with which to buy bread that the per­ 
formance 
did not 
cause a mark***! 
shock to his finer feelings and a de 
terioration in his character. 
I have 
seen young men, for the first time tn 
their lives, approach a house with th** 
intention of begging for something to 
eat, and when the door was opened by 
a girl or a young woman they would 
turn away without voicing their re­ 
quest for food, their faces crimsoned 
with shame and confusion. 
Hut after 
a few successful 
attem pts to solicit 
food or money their self respect, their 
sense of pride ami shame 
were de 
stray od, and It was not long before 
they became hardened and calloused 
in heart and mind; they grew accus 
touted the new environment, tim de­ 
sire and ambition to work left them, 
and In many cases they became per 
inancnt, professional tram ps and beg 
gars. 
I have oft«*n felt that I owed to m f 
stepmother at least one great debt of 
gratitude In that she taught

This lesson, along 
with the 
spirit of independence inherited from 
my father, saved me, uo doubt, frot>1 
falling into the great error of asking 
for or accepting food Instead of ask in*;

One of the accessions to the collec­ 
tion of arms and armor In the Metro­ 
politan Museum of Art Is a bronze 
corselet of the Celtic or Ballote type, 
dating from the fifth to th© seventh 
century B. C.. the New York World 
says. 
Only seven specimens of this 
period appear to be known, and it Is 
In excellent preservation. 
II was at 
one time in the Forman collection, and 
has been described and figured by Dr. 
R. Forrer, both in the “Real Lexicon” 
and in his “History of th* Primitive 
European." 
As regards the provenance of this 
corselet lf is not definitely known. 
Forrer assigns it to northern Italy or 
the neighboring region 
in 
France. 
Differing from the specimens obtained 
in th** Latium country, it agrees, on 
the Other hand, closely with the three 
plastrons belonging to M. Constantin, 
which were discovered near Geneva 
(a Regnier) a few yearn ago. 
Its 
form is deRcrllied as archaic, straight 
in the back and sides and low in the 
shoulders, representing an evolutional 
stage which appears as well in armor 
oF approximately the- same period in 
Greece, Assyria, Egypt and even in 
Japan, as may he s**eti in the prim i­ 
tive cuirass in the hall of Japanese 
armor. 
Noteworthy In the present corselet 
is the combination of the plastron and 
dossier© In a tingle pie* **, which closed 
elastically on the body of the wearer. 
It was then firmly held in place by 
shoulder bands and by a wide belt, 
probably leathern, the place for ad­ 
justing which can lie traced in the 
ornamentation. 
This 
ornamentation 
takes the form of the series of tu­ 
bercles deftly repousse, usual in the 
work of the “Ifallstult ’’ epoch. 
They 
are grouped rows and circles, arranged 
on the breast 
and 
shoulders 
and 
around the waist, suggesting lines of 
body 
adornment, such as tattooing, 
scars or paint m arks 
worn by the 
primitive E u ropea ns 
In loo? the m u­ 
seum acquired a remarkable crested 
casque of similar ag*'

corselet are exhibited together.
